eparations. which she pledges to ac- 
cept as binding and to carry out in 
good faith/' 


Germany, adds the note, would wel- 


come any suggestions from the Ameri- 
can government for further negotia- 
tions or for changes in the present 
proposals. . 


"With the acceptance of these pro- 


posals," says the German note, "Ger- 
many's other reparations and obliga- 
tions wilt be annulled, and all German 
private property in foreign countries 
be released."

WASHINGTON; April 26.—A 
'pill 


prohibiting doctors from 
prescribing 


beer aa medicine was introduced yes- 
terday by Chairman Volstead of tho 
house judiciary committee. 


The measure, designed to lighten up 


the Volstead law, in view of an opin- 
ion 
by 
Attorney .General 
Palmer, 


would not prohibit use of wine as :t 
medicine, but would re-enact in more 
specific language ihe injunction ih:u 
such prescription must be. limited to 
actual needs for medicinal use. 


Another provision would direct the 


prohibition commissioner to hold down 
the importation atid 
* manufacture) 
of 


liquor lo actual requirements o£ 
the 


people for non-bevoraye use and nc-r- 
mlt tho importation and manufacture 
to supply cuiTcnt needs niter the pres- 
ent liquor supply in iho United Stales 
has been exhausted. 


Chairman Volslead 
declared 
in a 


statement that the principal object oE 
his bill was 10 meet the situation cre- 
ated by ihe opinion of Atty, Con, 
Palmer Jn regent lo ll'.e use of bcor 
and wine for medicine. 


"That opinion, in effect, holds," he 


said, "thai the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue has no power 
to 
limit 


the fiuanUty of such liquors when pre- 
scribed, though the law expressly pro- 
vides that the commissioner shall lim- 
it all permits. 


"The 
bill.prohibits doctors from pre- 


scribing beer. U Is idle lo argue iluit 
there Is any necessity for beer 
as 


medicine. I .cart ins doctors everywhere. 
deny lhat it has any value for that 
purpose, besides, everything in 
beer 


except the alcohol can be had in the 
so-called near-beery without any pro- 
scription. Thirty-eight states prohib 
It beer from being prescribed. 


"The 
measure does not prohibit the 


•us"e of \vine, but it re-enacts in more 
specific language, tf thai .is possible, 
the Injunction that such prescriptions 
must bo, limited to the actual netta 
for medicinal use." 


Concerning the provision 
directing 


the commissioner to hold down impor- 
tation and manufacture nf liquor whil 
thero is stock on hand, Mr. Volstead 
said; 


"There is no sense in allowing large 


quantities of liquor to be imported or 
manufactured, lhat, If used at ill 


shut down distilleries until the present 
Block of about 40,000,000 gallons'now 
in bonded warehouses had been ox- 
hausted. Mr. Volstead declared thera 
was no sense in allowing large quan- 
tities' lo be imported or manufactured 
while there was so much on hand.

pcnpoB of Iho $100 bonus. 


In thc form ii pasufd the house, th 


bill provided that "Any person en- 
tiilcrl lo the benefits of Em's acl (Uiu 
hunus acl) and any honorably dis- 
charged veteran of the world war. who 
is a citizen of thc United Status und 
la now 
n resident of tills common- 


wealth, who server! in either army or 
navy of the United States or of any of 
the allied powers, shall, upon applica- 
tion to the board of assessors of the 
city or town in which he resides, re- 
ceive an abatement of tlic additional 
war poll tax assessed uiion'lilm under 
iho provisions of this section, provided 
that such application is made within 
ninety days from the date of his lax 
bill."

world co-operation: For several rea- 
sons the church Is filled to 
promote 


such 
co-operation. 
First, 
because 


Christian love embraces all men in its 
scope. 
But 
co-operation 
demands 


something else. It demands 
mutual 


respect. 
You may help a man for 


whom you have no respect, but yon 
cannot work with him. Before wo can 
have 
world-wide 
co-operation, 
we 


inusl have world-wide respect. And 
or all things, this la most difficult to 
accomplish. Men of one religion, ono 
race, one nation, instinctively desphe 
those of another. Associated familiar- 
ly with those of other eroups. we lose 
our prejudices; but nil this Is casual, 
and at best Is confined to a favored 
few. How to educate the mass of the 
people in any country out of their na- 
tional prejudices EO that they will pot 
think contemptuously of foreigners, Is 
a serious problem. The doctrine of 
Christianity, if It were really taken 
seriously in all parts of Christendom, 
would do much to create an 
atmos- 


phere without which anything like 
world-wide co-operation Is impossible. 
Bear in mind that It Is not Christian 
love I am tnlking about. Bo Ions as 
missionary enterprise means only help. 
It stops short of the Weal. Until men 
have outgrown the sense, of their su- 
periority and are seeking to co-opcv- 
ate. seeking to learn as well as to 
teach, they will not promote world- 
wide co-operation.
